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SELECTMEN REPORT - 1998 


1998 saw a decrease of 65¢ in the Town's portion of the 1998 Real 
Estate Tax Rate ($65 on a property with an assessed value of $100,000) 


As approved by the March, 1998 Town Meeting, the following has been 
done: 
1) $3,000 of the Land Use Change Penalty has been placed in 
the Conservation Fund; 
2) $20,000 has been placed in a newly created Capital Reserve 
Fund for the purpose of replacing Highway Department heavy 
equipment; 
3) The heating system has been replaced in the fire House at 
a cost of $15,840 ($2,160 less than voted). 


In April the Selectmen had a census of the Town's population pro- 
duced from the April 1st inventory forms property owners are requ- 
ired to file. From these forms, and by follow-up work by the 
Selectmen's staff, it was determined that our Town has a population 
of 1995. This report, which detailed the population by age groups, 
has been sent to the School Administrators, with the hope it will 
assist them in projecting School enrollment. The Board appreciates 
the co-operation of property owners who filed their inventory form. 
Those who didn't were subject to a penalty which appeared on their 
December tax bills. We plan to repeat this census this April. 


In conclusion, the Board hopes those Residents who appeared before 
us this year had their concerns satisfactorily addressed by the 
Board. This Board meets every Monday evening in an open session, 
and hopes any Resident who has a concern brings it to our attent- 


ion. We address matters on a first come, first serve basis.

The Lamson Farm has once again experienced a very good year and its 
commission members can reflect upon 1998 as a very productive and also a prosperous 
year for the farm. The commission still enjoys a complement of members who continue to 
prove their dedication and devotion in spirit and just plain hard work towards the 
perpetuity of Lamson Farm. 


As any homeowner knows, maintenance is an ongoing and never ending process, 
particularly with an older home. Lamson Farm is certainly no exception. This year we 
were able to accomplish everything we had hoped to do with respect to maintenance, 
including the repair of all windows, repair to the stone foundation, repair and replacement 
of several outside electrical fixtures, roof repairs and quite a few carpentry repairs.

We feel very fortunate to have them occupying the rental 
apartment as they are ideal tenants and seem to share our passion for Lamson Farm. They 
continue to do a wonderful job maintaining the grounds surrounding the house and have 
also done a lot to contribute to the beauty of the house throughout the year. 


This year’s Lamson Farm Day was a success by any measure and once again we 
were graced with a day of beautiful weather. We continue to strive to make improvements 
each year and we are always looking for appropriate additions for the next year. The day 
is always one in which there are at least as many townspeople helping as there are people 
just visiting. For that reason, there are too many names to mention individually, but a 
heartfelt thank you to all of you who contributed so much to the success of the day.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State 
of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail 
Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and 
Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with 
forest fire suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire 
and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, 
please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. Early in 1998 we 
experienced an ice storm, which caused severe damage to forests of New Hampshire. This 
damage created a greater potential fire hazard as well as safety hazards to many areas of the state. 
Your local fire warden and Forest Rangers need your assistance in preventing wildfires in these 
hard hit areas and throughout the State. If you need assistance or information dealing with ice 
damaged woodlands, please call 1-800-444-8978. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and 
keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

For all other purposes, dial 673-1383 and leave a 
message, and a fire department official will return your call. 


State law requires a written permit for any outside burning when there is 
no snow cover. Burning without a permit 1s a violation and you can be held 
responsible for the cost of extinguishing the fire and fined. To obtain a permit, 
you can contact Forest Fire Warden Kevin E. Pomeroy or call 673-1383. 


Fire Prevention 1s an important aspect of a fire department’s ability to 
protect the community. The Mont Vernon Fire Department conducts inspections 
and fire prevention education activities. During 1998, Deputy Chief Jay Wilson, 
Lieutenant Hunter Philbrick, and Firefighter Julie Howard provided a safety 
program to Kindergarten-Readiness to the Third grade. The grades were taught 
how to react in a fire situation, call for help, fire safety around the home, and the 
importance of each home having smoke detectors and an emergency escape plan 
in case of a fire. The Department members also demonstrated some of the equip- 
ment used by firefighters and showed films on fire safety. It is recommended 
that all homes have smoke detectors and to test them monthly. When a fire 
starts, don’t delay, get everyone out of the house and call the fire department. 


During 1998, your fire department spent many hours in training, dida 
mock mass casualty accident at Lamson Farm, responded to 100 requests for 
service. The following is breakdown of the incidents the Department handled:

1998 Town Report 


The Milford Area Communication Center provides police, fire, EMS and DPW dispatching services for six (6) towns: 
Amherst, Greenville, Lyndeborough, Milford, Mont Vernon and Wilton. 


We are pleased to report that there were many changes at the Communication Center during 1998. These changes will 
only assist us in improving our service to our member towns. New computer hardware was purchased to use with a new 
C.A.D. (Computer Aided Dispatch) program. This program will assist dispatchers in documenting calls received, 


dispatching units, and address location information. We anticipate this system to be fully operational during the early part 
of 1999. 


The Center received news that replacement parts for our Merlin telephone system will no longer be made available, so the 
decision was made to replace it with a new system. Our new phone system went on line in November without any 
disruption to incoming emergency calls. 


1998 also saw improvement to our police radio system. With the installation of equipment to an antenna site located on 
Pead Hill in Wilton, the coverage for the police departments west of Milford was improved. 


With the ever-increasing amount of radio traffic on the police frequency, it became necessary to look into a second radio 


frequency for our police departments. Through extensive research it became evident that the best way to achieve this goal __ 


was to take what we refer to as Channel 5 and use this as our second police frequency. Our “Channel 5” frequency is 


currently used by two of our EMS services. We are now in the process of researching a new frequency for those two EMS — 
agencies. Once we have completed the research, licensing and radio upgrade we will have two police frequencies and two 


EMS frequencies. This transition should be completed early to mid-1999. 


As the population continues to grow in our member towns, so does our call volume. There was a 12.5% increase in call 
volume in 1998 over 1997. With our current staffing consisting of a Director, six (6) full-time dispatchers and six (6) 
part-lime dispatchers, it would not allow us to staff the center with two dispatchers around the clock. This problem was 
addressed during the 1999 Budget process and the hiring of two additional full-time dispatchers was approved. 


In the coming year we will continue to upgrade our radio equipment and enhance the radio reception for our member 
towns. This includes addressing the problem of the increased out of area interference on our low-band fire frequency. We 
would also like to improve the reception for the highway department’s frequency. 


At MACC-base we believe that our dispatchers must be trained for any emergency event that may take place in our 
service area as well as beyond. In 1999 MACC Base is planning to sponsor a statewide training session for dispatchers. — 


This training session will allow our center’s dispatchers to learn new techniques from other state agencies. It is our hope 
that this will become a successful annual event held here at our MACC Base headquarters. q

The Historic District Commission discussed the following issues as related to 
the district. 


At what point does a property owner require Historic District approval? If the 
property is in the Historic District and if a building permit is issued by the building 
inspector for structural changes then Commission approval will be required. If a property 
owner makes “in kind” repairs: i.e. re-roof, re-side, replace and does not require a 
building permit then Commission approval will not be necessary. The Commission 
members believe the residents of the Historic District will maintain the spirit of the 
Historic District in maintaining a village setting architecturally pleasing to all. 


Movement and/or demolition of any structure within the Historic District will require 
Commission approval. 


As in the past The Historic District Commission will strive to maintain the 
architectural integrity of the Mont Vernon Historic District while observing the nghts 
of residents within the Historic District.

ANNUAL REPORT for the MONT VERNON PLANNING BOARD 


It has been another busy year for The Board. Three subdivisions — 
were reviewed and approved creating a total of 22 new house lots. 
There are two other subdivisions which have not yet completed the 
review process. We expect this level of activity to slightly increase 
in..1999; 


The past year has seen ordinances passed requiring final plans to be 
submitted in electronic formats and tied to state plane coordinates. 
The value of these requirements will increase as the Town moves 
further into the computer age. A building permit phasing ordinance 
was also passed which would limit the number of permits per year 
for any subdivision. This will most likely have to be repealed since 
it falls into the category of "growth control ordinances" and, as 
such, can be legally enacted only if the town has voted to adopt such 
a measure and the Board can prove that growth is " out of control" 
when compared to the Master Plan. 


After The Town voted to adopt a Telecommunications Facilities 
Ordinance in March the Board amended the Non-Residential Site Plan 
Review Requirements to include a section on Telecommunications 
Facility Requirements. The purpose of these requirements is to 
allow the Town to control the number, size, location, and visual 
impact of any commercial telecommunication facilities located in 
Town. Shortly after adoption of these requirements US Cellular 
submitted an application requesting permission to install antennae 
and equipment on an existing, privately owned tower. The Board 
spent many months carefully reviewing the proposal and, after 
adding a number of restrictions, approved the plan. The approval 
was short-lived, however, as a result of The ZBA granting an appeal 
to the plans approval. The applicants are attempting to address any 
deficiencies and only time will tell what will finally be allowed. 


The Master Plan Committee has completed some sections and has 
more to go. It is a daunting task and creates more questions than it 
answers. Addressing subdivision applications and non-residential 
site plan reviews has left little time for the Board to work on the 
Master Plan even though it is, arguably, one of our most important 
duties. The Master Plan effort will receive some much needed input 
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when the Community Profile Project takes place April 16-17. The 
Community Profile Project is being spearheaded by Mike Fimbel and 
the UNH Cooperative Extension Service. It is a two-day attempt to 
figure who we are as a Town, what we do and don't like about our 
town, and what we think is important in terms of education, 


recreation, infrastructure, conservation, etc. | can tell you for sure 
that it involves lots of food and civic-minded brainstorming. Taxes 
will be done and it will be the middle of mud season........... be there. 


Sally Benjamin has taken over the duties of administrator for the 
Board and she is learning the job at an amazing rate. We are lucky to 
have her. Meanwhile, we are looking for people to fill the alternate 
slots on the Planning Board and if you are interested ,let the 
Selectmen know. It's a great chance to support your town and learn 
what's going on.

Article 9, Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) to 
be added to the Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund previously established, under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of purchasing or replacing Fire Trucks. (Selectmen 
Recommend) (Majority vote required) Passed, voice vote. 


Article 10. Voted to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 
for the purpose of replacing Highway Department heavy equipment and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) to be placed in this fund. 
(Selectmen Recommend) (Majonty vote required) Passed, voice vote. 





Article 11. Special Warrant Article: Voted by amended motion to raise and appropriate 
_ the sum of $18,000 for the replacement of the Fire House heating system. (Selectmen 
Recommend) (Majority vote required) Passed, voice vote. 


Article 12, Special Purpose 5 year Non-Lapsing Article: Voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $57,675 for the reconstruction of Town roads. This article will be a five year 
non-lapsing account per RSA 32:3, VI. (Selectmen Recommend) (Majonty vote required) 
Passed, voice vote. 


Article 13. Voted by amended motion to deposit 25% of the revenues collected during the 
ensuing year, pursuant to RSA 79A, the Land Use Change Tax, in the Conservation Fund in 
accordance with RSA 36-A:5 II as authorized by RSA 79A:25 II, said deposit to the 
conservation fund shall be limited to not exceed $3000. (Selectmen Recommend) (Majority 
vote required) Passed, voice vote. 


Article 14. Voted by amended motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $720,052.00 


for the 1998 operating and maintenance budget, exclusive of warrant articles. (Selectmen 
Recommend) (Majority vote required) Passed, voice vote.

Report of The School Board Chairman 


At the Annual School District Meeting held in March 1998, the voters approved an FY99 
budget of $1,736,732 which represents an increase of 7.4% over the FY98 budget. Major 
contributors to this cost increase included the addition of a teacher, special education services, 
and a $40,000 deficit. 


The Board welcomed new member Larry Paulaski. Pam Coughlin's reelection helped 
maintain the level of diverse experience and viewpoint on the Board that is characteristic of our 
community. 


The public and Village School staff were invited to participate in the annual goals 
development process. One of the resulting goals responded to the national trend of instituting a 
standards-based curriculum. Assisted by Professor Howson of Rivier College, the Village 
School staff is developing a set of challenging academic standards that fall within the parameters 
established by the New Hampshire curriculum frameworks documents. Public involvement in all 
aspects of the school is another key goal that must be achieved in order to ensure continuous 
improvement. 


New Hampshire Educational improvement and Assessment Program test results for 
grades three and six showed that the percentage of Mont Vernon students scoring at the top two 
levels (advanced and proficient) exceeded statewide percentages in all subject areas for both 
grades. However, the Board remains concerned that no significant improvement has occurred 
during the past several years. The test results also fall well short of the achievement goal 
established for SAU39 schools. 


Our student population did not increase significantly during the past year. In June student 
enrollment stood at 209. The figure rose to 217 at the start of the school year, and currently 
stands at 218. 


A dramatic change did occur in the Village School staffing. The special education 
coordinator and four teachers resigned while another teacher took a one-year leave of absence. 
Due to the efforts of an excellent search committee. the Board hired a potentially superb group of 
replacements. 


Salary negotiations with the Mont Vernon Education Association were protracted, but an 
agreement subject to public approval was reached. The proposed salary structure reflects the 
Board's belief that it is not in the best interest of our community to continue to offer the second 
lowest starting salary in the county. 


The Space Needs Committee succeeded in reconfiguring rooms and storage areas to 
provide adequate classroom space for the 1998-99 school year. Members continue to define 
near and long-term space requirements. Participants at the public forum sponsored by the 
Committee overwhelmingly endorsed continuing the current arrangement for educating 7th and 
8th graders in Amherst. A majority of the attendees also agreed that Mont Vernon should 
consider implementing public-funded kindergarten.

The Mont Vernon PTA received the Alice Chickering Award which is given annually to 
the best PTA in the State of New Hampshire. In addition to sponsoring numerous special events 
and fund-raising activities, PTA members also logged many hours assisting teachers in the 
classrooms. Volunteers developed and are currently teaching various enrichment courses. Their 
numerous contributions yielded improved outdoor recreation areas and helped reduce the cost of 
repairing and maintaining the building. Volunteers also kept our computer network operating. 


The Board deeply appreciates the “above and beyond the call of duty” efforts by Dr. 
Lalley, Michael Galan, William Estey, the staff, and those too numerous to name volunteers who 
helped make Mont Vernon Village School a very special place.

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Superintendent's Report 


The Mont Vernon Village School has had a busy and productive twelve months since the 
report I submitted a year ago. Under principal Bill Estey’s leadership, and with the board’s 
concurrence, several new teachers were hired to replace veteran teachers who moved to new 
positions, New teachers include: 


Susan Morbey Special Education Coordinator 
Anne Parke Special Education Teacher 
Martha Cowenhoven 5" Grade Teacher 

Ann Ingalls 3" Grade Teacher 

Karri O’Connell-Bukant 2" Grade Teacher

Teachers this past year gave considerable time and attention to the math curriculum and the 
use of computer technology. Teachers’ efforts in mathematics were bolstered by a federal training 
grant and by Robert Kent’s advanced math tutoring of several sixth grade students who graduated 
last June (1998). Board member Robert Kent also volunteered to bring Mont Vernon’s Technology 
Plan to life. The many hours invested by Bob Kent in setting up and networking the computer lab 
and training students, teachers and interested adults in the basic computer applications of word 
processing, spreadsheets and databases is greatly appreciated. 


Teachers at all grade levels work each year to align local and state curriculums and evaluate 
the results students in grades three and six achieve on the New Hampshire Educational Improvement 
and Assessment Program (NHEIAP). Student performance on the Spring 1998 statewide test was 
unremarkable, and the search for reasons is underway. While the state achievement tests are very 
challenging, our goal remains that a very high percentage of our students score at the proficient and 
advanced levels. The two lower achievement levels include novice and basic. 


In the face of. faster than anticipated growth in student enrollment, the Mont Vernon Space 
Needs Committee organized in late April. Chaired by Peter King, the committee carefully 
considered how every nook and cranny of the Village School could be pressed into service in the 
short term to house the current enrollment. Over 100 citizens attended the October 14, 1998 Space 
Needs Committee Presentation and Public Forum and offered valuable comments, questions and 
suggestions. The audience voiced considerable support for (1) continuing to tuition grades 7 and 8 
to Amherst; (2) exploring the educational and financial feasibility of adding public kindergarten; and 
(3) exploring short- and long-range solutions to crowding in grades 1 through 6. A school 
population that remained in the 170-185 range for several years opened with 216 in September 1998. 
The committee also looked at long-term needs and recently recommended that the school board 
propose funding at the March 19, 1999 annual school district meeting for architectural and 
engineering services. The selected architectural firm would work with the Space Needs Committee, 
staff, school board and community to evaluate options and develop long-range conceptual plans and 
cost estimates for the town to consider at the March 2000 school district meeting. 
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The board is three-quarters of the way through their review and revision of all board policies 
and will complete a full review by the end of this school year. . 


Several negotiation sessions between the school board and teachers concluded with an 
agreement on a revised salary schedule which raises salaries at the starting and lower end of the 
scale. A study by the board found that the salaries Mont Vernon pays lesser experienced teachers _ 
were low and not competitive with other New Hampshire school districts. The same study found 
that salaries of experienced teachers at the upper end of the salary schedule were more in line with 
other school districts and this, too, is reflected in the agreement the board and teachers ratified in’ 
January. 


The Village School is blessed to have an active and involved PTA. Under Angela Roberge’s 
leadership, the PTA recently received the Alice B. Chickering Award as the best PTA in the state! 


In closing I wish to thank Bill Estey, Principal, Susan Morbey, Special Education Coordinator, | 
and the entire faculty and staff for helping all students succeed and enjoy their school days; and to | 
Michael Galan for his excellent work on the budget. | 

The residents of Mont Vernon have good reason to be proud of their school.

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Principal's Report 


Our school enrollment started with 205 students in September of 1997 and ended with 209 
students in June of 1998. Our students were distributed in the following manner: First grade had 36, 
second had 35, third had 32, 45 in fourth, 29 in fifth, and we graduated 32 sixth graders in June. 





Our faculty experienced some minor face lifting. Karen Amber returned to Mont Vernon as 
a third grade teacher. Linda Pomeroy and Mary Ann Eusebio were added as Special Needs aides 
while Michele Bertrand and Leslie Ashcraft filled out the corps of Title I tutors. 


Our PTA under Angela Roberge’s leadership continued their strong partnership with MVVS. 
The received the Alice B. Chickering Award as the outstanding PTA unit in the State of New 
Hampshire. The award is based on programs, pojects, community partnerships and fundraising 
programs. Some of their initiatives included: parenting workshops on “How Birth Order Affects 
Learning” by Jack Agati and “It Shouldn’t Hurt to be a Parent” by Deb Button and Bill Estey; Red 
Ribbon Week support, Pizza with Santa; Odyssey of the Mind; Reflections; and DARE. The arts 
were showcased by the Hampstead Players and literature was highlighted by Janet Wong, an 
American/Chinese/Korean poet. 


Our teachers continued to expand the children’s knowledge base. This school year was the 
first with our new personal computers. Our computer laboratorv was the sight for the beginning of 
our technology integration. Our computer curriculum started at the base level with keyboarding 
skills for all grades. The upper elementary grades extended that base by exploring word processing 
for language arts and mathematics projects. Volunteers tutored individual students using 
developmentally appropriate software. 


This resource was also shared with community members as Bob Kent and Angie Van Gilder 
presented computer classes in the evening. The revenue generated was donated to the school for the 
purchase of much needed software. 


MVVS teachers challenged our students beyond the classroom curriculum with Math Mania. 
Grandparents’ Day, Invention Convention, and the portable climbing wall. Students were again 
recognized at the state level for projects in the Invention Convention and Reflections. Mrs. Findlay 
produced the all-school revue titled “Under One Sky” to showcase our children’s musical talents 
while Mrs. Rancourt exhibited children’s artwork during the Art and Literature Festival. 


Our grants have continued to provide funds for programs that we could not offer through our 
regular budget. The Eisenhower Grant allowed us to bring Pat Howson, a professor at Rivier 
College, to our school. Her workshop laid the groundwork for a review of the math curriculum. In 
the 1998-99 school year she will lead the teachers through a developing of standards and exit skills 
at each grade. Our Innovation Education Grant enables us to continue Jan Woodbury’s 
environmental education program throughout our grades. The Drug Free Schools grant magnified 
our efforts to educate our children in respect to the damage drugs do. Two assemblies during Red 
Ribbon Week by “Perfection on Wheels” and the “State Street Players” puppetry solidified our 
message of avoiding drugs. The Title I grant keeps our Title I tutors on board and supplements our 
special education instruction. 
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The 1997-98 school year put many pieces in place for an in-depth look at our math curriculum, 
a challenge to integrate our new technology with our instruction, and align these efforts with the 
goals established in cooperation with the Mont Vernon School Board.

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MONT VERNON SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


MARCH 20, 1998 


Approximately 80 people gathered in the multipurpose room of the Mont Vernon Village School on 
March 20, 1998 at 7:30 pm for the annual School District Meeting. 


School Board members present were chairperson Barbara Millar, Pamela Coughlin, Meg Johnson, Penny 
Schmitt and Robert Kent. Budget Committee members present were chairperson Bob Naber, Leo White, 
Tim Hageman, Chris Kolb, and Aggie Vaughn. Superintendent of SAU #39 Dr. Richard Lalley, 
Assistant Superintendent Michael Galan, and Principal Mr. Estey were also present. 


Moderator Peter Hayden called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. and led the voters in the recitation of 
the Pledge of Allegiance. Al Smith then gave the Invocation. Mr. Hayden read the introduction to the 
warrant, and read aloud his rules for proceedings, which were also available for everyone present in 
handout form. The procedures were basically Robert's Rules of order but Mr. Hayden pointed out that he 
would not accept motions to Pass Over, Table or Postpone, and would also not accept amendments to 
amendments. He also stated that votes would be determined by a show of hands. 


Timothy Allen asked if the rules could be changed by majority vote. Mr. Hayden replied yes. No 
motion was made to change the rules for the proceedings. 


Mr. Hayden then introduced the school board and the budget committee. 


Barbara Millar presented an overview of the budget and the teachers’ contract, which was renewed this 
year with some revisions. She also explained the reasoning behind all the major impact items to come 
before the meeting, line by line. She pointed out that we have 30 more kids in school this year. One 
additional Grade 3 teacher was hired last fall, and an additional Grade 5 teacher is in the budget. The 
overall budget increase is 7.4%, including the warrant articles. Revisions to the new teachers’ contract 
included; a system to determine step increases for part time reachers; determination of which benefits are 
pro-rated; elimination of 2-year call-back for laid-off teachers; increase in course reimbursement 
allowance; attendance award; pro-rated life insurance for part-timers not currently on staff; and addition 
of a service award upon retirement based on years of service. 


Mr. Hayden then recognized Bob Naber to speak for the budget committee. Mr. Naber said that Ms. 
Millar had covered almost everything he wanted to mention, and made the additional point that the 
budget committee started early this year which allowed plenty of time for reviews and cooperation 
between all parties. He feels the teachers’ contract is better than those of previous years, and the special 
education program is well-operated within the constraints of the law. He also stated that the proposed 
maintenance trust fund needs further study. 


ARTICLEI To hear the reports of officers, agents and auditors, and to take action with 
reference thereto.

Pamela Coughlin moved to accept the reports. Bob Kent seconded the motion. 


Ms. Coughlin presented a plaque to Barbara Millar. who is stepping down this vear. PTA 
President Angie Roberge also presented a gift to Ms. Millar. 


The voters passed the motion. 


To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate $40,000 to cover the general 
fund deficit in the 1997-98 budget pursuant to RSA 189:28-a caused by the 
unanticipated increase in tuition students to Amherst Middle School and the 
unanticipated increase in the number of handicapped students requiring out-of- 
district program placement. 


Pamela Coughlin moved the article as read. Bob Kent seconded the motion. 


Gerry Griffin spoke in support of the article, and then moved to amend it by adding “Such 
amount raised to be used only to cover middle school tuition payments and out of district 
special education payments in excess of the original amounts budgeted and appropriated 
for those purposes. Any portion of the moneys raised by this article and not expended as 
provided by the foregoing shall not be carried over or spent for any other purpose.” 
Walter Killian seconded the amendment. 


The voters passed the amendment to Article 2. 


Mr. Killian asked what the tuition rate and count was for middle school students. Mr. 
Galan replied that tuition rate was $5,408 per student and there are 65 students, which is 6 
more than budgeted, and 1 more special ed placement than budgeted. Jeff Millar stated 
that 6 x 5400 = $32,400. Mr. Galan responded that $40,000 includes other necessary 
expenses. 


Mr. Killian asked if the 6 students had been enrolled since September 1, or was this 
amount pro-rated? Mr. Galan responded that we pay on a per diem basis when the 
students are matriculated. Mr. Havden then called for a vote. 

The voters passed Article 2 as amended. 

To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate $2,500 to add to the school 
building maintenance fund for the purpose of repairing and maintaining the outside 
of the Village School. 


Robert Kent moved the article as read. Meg Johnson seconded the motion. 


Mr. Killian asked how much monev was presently in the fund. Mr. Galan replied 
$10.000. Mr. Kilian asked how the unspent money is carried forward. Mr. Galan

explained that it is transferred into a trust fund at the end of the school year and 
maintained by the Trustees of Trust Funds. 


The voters passed Article 3. 


To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
support of schools, for the salaries of school district officials, and agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of said district; and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from the 
state and federal government, together with other income, the School Board to 
certify to the Town Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue and the 
appropriation to be raised by taxation. 


Barbara Millar moved the sum of $1,694,232 for Article 4. Bob Kent seconded the 
motion. 


Mr. Hayden proceeded to read the budget line by line, asking those present to interrupt 
when they had a concern. 


Timothy Allen asked why line 1121 “Appropriation” on the Revenue Summary handout 
was a different amount than Ms. Millar proposed. Mr. Galan explained that the term 
“appropriation” was being used to mean the total operating budget. Ms. Millar referred 
those present to page 3 of the 1999 Budget Proposal handout. 


Line 10:1200-569-000 Tuition to Nonpublic Schools 


Tony Immorlica asked what is covered by this line item. Ms. Millar responded that it 
covers eight special education students who attend special programs. 


Line 10-2900-211-100 Health Insurance 


Steve Wilkins asked what the copayments are for health and dental insurance. Ms. Millar 
responded 80/20 for everything except single-person dental coverage, which is covered 
100%. Mr. Wilkins asked if in the last contract insurance was covered 100%. Ms. 
Millar, said no, this is unchanged. 


Mr. Hayden then asked if there was any further discussion. Tony Immorlica asked if we 
have a choice to which nonpublic schools students are sent. Betsy Merkle, the special 
education coordinator, responded yes, we have the right to negotiate, but the court may 
order us to use a certain facility. Transportation fees to and from Mont Vernon are a 
consideration. 


Tony Immorlica thanked the Budget Committee for a good job, and then proposed an 
amendment to Article 4 as follows: “The total increase in operating budget, deficit

appropriation and repair fund not exceed the increase in consumer price index over the 
past twelve months.” Bill Schneider seconded the amendment. 


Eileen Naber asked for an explanation for the amendment. Mr. Immorlica responded that 
the intent is that the total dollar increase to the budget will be limited; inflation is down, 
why should the tax rate by up? Barbara Millar responded that we don’t have a flat 
student population, so we can’t do this (applause). Mr. Killian mentioned that the 
$40,000 deficit appropriation was already approved, and also mentioned that the school 
board gives its best estimate, the amendment is not feasible. Mr. Millar mentioned that 
we are spending $8,100 per student this year, as opposed to $9,000 last year. 


Mr. Hayden then called for a vote on the amendment to Article 4. The amendment was 
defeated. 


The voters passed the amount of $1,694,232 for Article 4. 

To see if the School District will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval 
of the School Board, to appoint a Deputy Treasurer in accordance with RSA 
197:24a. 

Penny Schmitt moved the article as read. Bob Kent seconded the motion. 

The voters carried the motion. 

To see if the District will appropriate special revenue funds for the support of 
Federal Projects as follows: $50,000. Such funds to be self-supporting through local, 
state or federal revenue sources. 


Meg Johnson moved the article as read. Bob Kent seconded the motion. 


Gerry Griffin moved to amend Article 6 by striking the word “local.” John Vinsel 
seconded the motion to amend. 


The voters passed the amendment. 

Steven Wilkins asked what the proposed “federal projects” were. Ms. Millar responded: 
$37,000 for Title 1 and $13,000 for the IDEA grant which is targeted at students with 
special needs. 

The voters passed the amended Article 6. 


To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


Barbara Millar moved to adjourn. Bob Kent seconded the motion. 
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Steve Wilkins asked for an estimate on how long it would be before there is a space 
problem at the school. Ms. Millar responded that the Space Needs Committee is 
researching this. Mr. Estey responded that the school was built to accommodate two 
classes per grade. 

The voters carried the motion to adjourn.
